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ABSTRACT 

This report organizes fall, 1975 reg;Lstration data* 
for the seven Hawaii community colleges in tabular form. The focus 
the repo-r-t is on faculty workload in terms of the classroom 
situation: credits and classes taught , ''student credit hours 
generated, and class size. There was a general increase in the number 
of courses, classes, credit hours, registri^ion and st-udent credit 
hours at all campuses. The number ^anii proportion of classes with lOT 
, or fewer students have- declined at most colleges, while, average class 
sizes are s^igjitly larger. As in tl}e past, average class' size in - 
general education courses is larger (30 students) th^n in vocational 
education coyrses (26 students) . Average qlass size varies by campus, 
from 2t^-31. Facult'y workload figures indicate a generally lighter 
loapa at- ^he colleges compared to fall,^*'197U and tall, 1973^ 
especially in ^terms of credit hoars taught and^faculty-studen-t 
ratios^'^The productivity* ratios/ 'howe^ver, show^'a slight increase at 
most of the colleges. "A c.omparison with fall, 197^ data shows 
increases*^ in th€ nuaber .of instructor s' at all colleges. Tables break 
down the tiata by Instituti^oh 'and instructional sui)5ect areas.

Faculty workload is a critical element because it is one of the dimensions 
of the cost of operating a college and is related to the quality of education. 

The dimensions of faculty workload are varied 'and numerous: the actual 
teaching of tTt^ses as measured in credit and contact hours, serving on 
committees, engaging in departmental research and oiri4.culum developnent, 
responding to varied requests from the connrunity, etc. \ 

The focus of this report is on one aspect: workload In terms, of the 
classroom situation, ie,^ credits and classes taught, student credit hours

Sources* o£ Data, ♦ 

SIS Computer Report 3010 and 3011 series (Course Registration Reports) , 
which provide raw and summary data, on faculty- Student v^orkload based on student 

^credit h6urs were used as the primary documents for this report. (Data for 
these reports were abstracted from students' class registratipn data.) 

^Coiqjuter reports 3030 (Schedule of Classes list) and Faculty-Staff Information 
System (FSIS) reports were used as reference. points. Standard form 5Bs ^ - 
(personnel transaction forms) iiVvthe Cha^celloor's office were^.used^to obtain 
a count on full-time equivalent fa^ty for staff on overload and for lecturers. 
The dean^ of instruction and/or the registrars of the colleges were also 
consulted for certain information. 

Population Include 

The information for this repott is based on registration data including 
the following groiips of students registered^ in 'the regular credit programs in 
seven coran^ity colleges: classified ^ unclassified students, early i 
admittees, concurrerit registrants, and other special students whose regis- 
tration records are processed through the SIS. All ccxnputer Reports are as 
of early October. The d^ta have beenj. '^updated'' since and where possible^ 
certain changes have been made. 




Workload information on Hawaii Connmity, College, is included for "the 
first time this fall. The increase* in system to'^is-^in terms of'jiumbcr of 
classes, credit hours, student credit is' partla^Uy affected by this. • 



Adjustments \ ^ , - 

Equivalent credits were established for classes with variable credits. 
The methodology differed, however, depending upon the kind of 'classes under 
consideration, e.g. , .directed studies, cooperative educatioi), ^tc. (See 
Appshdix A, Definitions .J 

• ' Highlights 

1. A general increase in th6 number of courses, classes, credit- houVs, 
registration and student credit, hours is noted at all campuses (Table, I). 

, a. *This partially reflects this fall's general enrollinent 
increase. 

b. At some campuses, however, the increases in the number 
. ' of classes and registration count also reflect a greater 

number of classes scheduled on modular (short-term) , 
segin^nts. . ' ^ » ^ . ^ 

2. The nusnber and proportion of classed with 10 or fewer students 
have declined at most colleges '(Table II). ' - 

^ . t a. System wide, the 121 **low enrollment*' classes is the 
lowest proportion (4.3 percent) in five years. 

b. Many of these small classes are held regardless of 

low enrollment because of graduation requirements, facility 
limitations, and ac<?reditation requirements especially in 
the health services, etc. 



• . ^- Average class sizes are Slightly larger at most of the colleges. 
As m the pastp averagfe class sizes in general education courses aVe' 
larger (30 students) than those in vocational education courses (26 students) 
Average class sizes vary by campus: from 24-31* (Table III). 



John Lombardi's study on faculty workload indicates that generally average 
class sizes fluctuate between 25-60 with .^5 as the average. John Lomh^rJi 
F aculty Workload , Topical Pa^er No. 46, California University, L.A., ERIC 
Clearinghouse For Junior College' Information, National Institute of 
Hducation (DHEW) Washington, I).

4. Faculty workload figures indicate a generally- lighter load at 
the college? compared to fall 1974 and fall 1973, especially in terms 
of credit hou^s , taught and faculty -student ratios. The productivity 
ratios, however^ show a slight increase. at most of the colleges (Table

b. At several colleges, a slight increase in productivity

5.. The full-time equivalency (FTE) count of approximately one. 
thousand people engaged in 'teaching credit courses this faU is 647.5; 
350.8, (54 percent) in general education and the remaining 296.7 
(46 percent) ia vocational education (Table V) . -. ■ 

A comparison with last fall's data (CC-IRP 72) shows increases 
in the number of instructors at all colleges, especially at Honolulu 
and Kapiolani Coinnunity, Co lieges while the FTE lecturer count is 
much jlrger at Leeward CC (40.7 compared' to 24.8) and at Maui CC 
(9.3 compared to 5.1). - » 



Summary 

Instructional workload is slightly lighter this fall 
compared to last fall in terms of credit hours taught. 
However, average Class sizes and productivity ratios 
are slightly larger. A considerable redtjc-pion in th^ 
number of small classes is evident:
